LONDON, Oct. 20, 12:83 a. m.—At mid- 


night, six or seven airships raided the | 


eastern and northeastern counties of 
England, dropping bombs at various 
points, including a few in the London 
area, according to an official statement | 
just issued. At this hour the raid is still 
proceeding. 

There were the customary scenes in 


London. The people hurried to the sub- 


ways and other shelters, which were 
soon filled. The omnibuses, however, 
continued running. . 

After the warning was sounded dis- 
tant roars of guns were heard for a few 
minutes. The searchlights were in action, 
but no hostile aircraft was deen. It is 
evident the raiders were prevented from 
reaching the London district. 


Tons of Bombs Hit Germans.

This outburst came after a veiled at- 
tempt of Edward Weeks, a miners’ dele- 
gate from Staunton, to show that the 
American Alliance for Labor and Democ- 
racy had been financed by interests op- 
posed to the labor movement. Cross ex- 
amining President Walker, he obtained 
the information that the convention of 
the alliance at Minneapolis was called 
with the sanction of Samuel Gompers 
and that its aim was to aid the govern- 
ment in the successful prosecution of the.

Purpose of Alliance. 
Matthew Woll, president of the Chicago 
photo engravers’ union, explained that 
the objects were to Oppose pacifism, in- 
sure loyalty to the government, urge the 
conscription of wealth, and preserve in- 
dustrial peace during the war. He de- 
clared that “any effort. to keep muni- 
tions of war and shunitions of life ‘from 
our men at the front is nothing short ¢f 
murder.” | 
W. H. Castle, also a miner from West 
Frankfort, defying, as he said, all the 
secret service men in the house, shouted : 
. “JI do not pelieve that this is a war 
for democracy, and there is a great ma- 
jority of the millions that I represent 
who believe that it is nothing more nor 
less than a fundamental exploitation of 
the laboring class.” : 
This declaration brought President 
Walker to his feet. . 

“This decides the side this convention 
will take, whether we are for the gov- 
ernment or against it.

The 
citizen who readjusts his life to make possible an 
investment in the national cause and who thus 
buys a bond out of his future savings is practicing 
the frugality which war demands and is giving the 
government money not withdrawn from present 


One necessity is to protect the normal life of the 


represents the past savings of the nation is en- 
gaged in the normal work of the nation. A with- 
drawal of it for war purposes forces an abrupt 
readjustment which disconcerts the normal proc- 
esses, burts industries, injures values, weakens 
public confidence, and creates disorder. 

Whatever readjustment is forced by a change in 
national habit, by frugality and thrift, by the elim- 
ination of things which may be found dispensable 
in life, by curtailing of expenditures, and by self- 
denial, is gradual. Generally it will affect, dealing 
with things found dispensable, the activities which 
the country can best afford to see retarded or sus- 
pended. 

The wisdom of war frugality needs no exposition. 
It presents itself as a duty. Frugality which re- 
sults in the financing of the war is sound patriot- 
ism. The citjzen who contracts to buy a bond out 
of a saving he intends to make is a genuine con-

By so doing he puts his affairs on a war footing. 
He has the consciousness of doing his part. And 
he benefits himself in a material way. He has in- 
creased his worldly goods. He has a good invest- 
ment. He is the richer for having done his duty.

Photographs of George Grey Barnard’s statue of | 
Lincoln appeared recently in the newspapers along 
with Robert Lincoln’s protest, “A monstrous fig- 
ure, grotesque as a likeness, defamatory as an 
effigy.” The late Joseph H. Choate called it “ hor- 
rible.” The Art ,World calls it “a stoop shoul- 
dered, consumptive chested, chimpanzee handed, 
lumpy footed, giraffe necked, grimy fingered clod- 
hopper, wearing his clothes in a way to disgust 
a ragman.” | 
Meanwhile, Sargent consoles Barnard: “I have 
no words to tell you how much I like your work.” 
George De Forest Brush, eminent painter, thinks 
the controversy “just madness.” Abbott H, Thay- 
er, equally eminent, writes: “As I look at Bar- 
nard’s Lincoln, Luther’s words, ‘Hier steh’ ich 
und kann nicht anders,’ insist on seeming to come | 
from this inexpressibly great and tender being who 
stands there in bronze before us.’ The gifted 
sculptor MacMonnies calls the statue “full of 
fine feeling of nobility.” Theodore Roosevelt—no 
artist, it is true, yet possessing a keen eye for 
nature faking—says: “I congratulate Barnard with 
‘all my heart. He has given us Lincoln, the Lin- 
coln we all know and love.” Miss Tarbell—no 
artist, but a biographer and lifelong admirer of 
Lincoln—writes: “George Grey Barnard’s ‘ Abra- 
ham Lincoln’ is to me the profoundest thing yet 
doné on the man by any one in any medium.” 
“ Happy Barnard! There was a similar quarrel 
over Rodin’s “ Balzac,” greatly to Rodin’s advan- 
tage, though the statue returned to his studio, 
whereas Barnard’s “ Lincoln” has been , presented 
to the city of Cincinnati by Charles P. Taft and 
replicas have been accepted by London and Paris, | 


Do we like the Barnard “Lincoln”? We do. 
‘And then again we don’t. To the eye it is un- 
lovely. To the reflective intellect it is superb. It 
is not Lincoln. It is an idea of Lincoln. Were 
it the only portrait of the martyred president and 
destined to remain the only portrait, we should 
protest. As a record of what one sculptor knew 
and felt about Lincoln we value.it. He has not 
been irreverent: He worships the great emanci- 
pator and has tried to pass on to others his con- 
ception of a majestic personality. Some will un- 
derstand. Some, not understanding, will revile 
the artist and malign his work. Some, under- 
standing and disagreeing, will swear. 

It is a dangerous experiment at best, this of at- 
tempting to convey an idea in bronze. It pre- 
supposes an ability on the beholder’s part to see 
what the artist is at and an ability on the behold- 
er’s part to catch and relish that particular idea. 
It amounts to nothing less than employing the 


run of humanity has not been accustomed to look 
for abstractions when they are expressed through 
the concrete or to believe that any one man has 
the right to put his pet abstraction into bronze 
for the public to gaze at year in, year out, whether 
it ikea that particular abstraction om not. 

Just here, we think, rests the vindication of 
those who resent having replicas of Barnard’s 
“Tincoin” set up in Europe, where the general 
run of people will derive their sole notion of how

| MEASLES IN THE ARMY. 

OL. MUNSON, author of one of the 

best text books on military hy- 

giene and one of the most capable 

sanitarians in the United States 
army, conducted an investigation of 
measies in the army along the Mexican 
border in 1916. As the result of his 
studies he comes to the following conclu- 
sions: K 

He believes not only that measles epl- 
demics are preventable but that. here- 
after they should be prevented. He, be- 
lives that measles epidemics can be quite 
as well controlled in recruit depots and 
barracks as in the field, provided that 
suitable ventilation and other facilities 
are provided. He says that an epidemic 
of measles hereafter is a reproach to the 
commander or medical officer concerned, 
a reflection on their efficiency, and a 
cause for official investigation and disci- 
pline. 
Our greatest interest is In the bearing 
this investigation has on measles epli- 
demics in civil life. With a strong 
health department and intelligent, will- 
ing cotperation by the people a civil 
community following the rules laid down 
as adapted to civil life could escape the 
ravages of epidemic measles. 
—~- 
But we are also very much interested 
in measles in military camps. Many of 
the military camps bad epidemics of 
measles last winter and spring. One 
establishment had several hundred cases 
at one time. Some of these epidemics 
ran until hot weather. Note what this 
eminent miliiary authority has to, say— 
“ a reproach on the commander and tned- 
ieal- officer, a reflection on their efficiency, 
and a cause for officia) investigation and 
‘@‘scipline.” ‘lhese are strong words, 
but they are not merely words, 
One commander at San Antonio was 
tried for what? Having an epidemic of 
measles. A second was severely repri- 
manded for the same sin. They escaped, 
not because they were innocent, but be- 
cause they were r‘ce, easy going, p'icas- 
ant gentlemen, but wholly ignorant of 
their duties, with no proper knowledge 
of Rygiene and sanitation and without 
organizing nobility. 
The medical officers of these Gommands 
were also excus>d for their delinquencies 
because they were new to their duties, 
untrained as sanitarians, and, being nice, 
eary going gentlemen, did not raise a 
row when their orders were not carried 
out and their advice was not taken. 
—~-

Now that the warning has been issued, 
let other commanders and medical of- 
ficers watch out.

LTHOUGH the daring motor ban- 
dits who invaded the senate at 
Petrograd the other night, after

It seems 
to me that improvement of the pave- 
ments of Grace, Dakin, and Byron 
streets, Edgecomb place, and Hollywood 
and Glenlake avenues should claim the 
attention of our alderman.

d alleys in the Twenty-fifth ward, the fol- 
owing-are the facts: 

Grace street, between Sheffield avenue and 
North Clark street, is an old macadam street, 
in poor condition. An ordinance was passed 
providing for the paving of the same with 
asphalt, but when the public hearing was 
held the imprevement was postponed indef- 
initely. 

Dakin street, between Broadway and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
tracks is paved with asphaltic concrete. The 
guaranty does not expire until 1920. 

Byron street, between Southport avenue and 
Clark street, is a macadam pavement in good 
condition. 

Edgecomb place, between Broadway and 


in good condition. 

Hollywood avenue, from Ridge avenue to 
Clark street. paved with macadam penetra- 
tion. is in good condition. The depressions 
in the street are not bad, except at the in- 
tersection of Glenwood avenue, which will 
ee repaired within the very near future. 

Glenlake avenue, from Broadway to Clark 
street. is a macadam pavement, in good 
condition. ‘There are few depreséions in this 
street. In fact, it is one of the best macadam 
streets in the ward. 

The street repair forces of the Twenty-fifth 
ward are continually repairing macadam 
streets that are defective, The work is sys- 
tematized in such a way that all streets re- 
ceive attention. During the current year work 
is being done on the streets north of Devon 
avenue. In 1916 repairs were made on the 
streets south of Devon avenue. Because of 
the large mileage of macadam roads in the 
Twenty-fifth ward, it is possible to go over @ 
street only once in every three or four years. 
The alleys in the ward are in as good con- 
dition as unimproved alleys can be. Many 
of them have been paved this year. Before 
the season is closed there will be at least 
three miles of newly paved alleys added to the 
Twenty-fifth ward.

Manure: Which and How Much 


The drain on the fertility of the soil 
in the growing of vegetables or flowers 
is so great that successive crops cannot 
profitably be grown unless the elemen 
consumed by the growing plants are re 
stored in the form of manure of some 
kind. The kind to be used depends on 
soil conditions and availability. 

In the heavy soils of the west and 
southwest horse manure [classed as a 
warm manure] is preferable until the 
soll is loose and friable or crumbling. 


| It is considered of proper texture when) 


‘it can be pressed with the hands into 
the form of a ball which falls apart only 
when lightly jarred. When that stage 


jis reached, cow manure [classed as a 


cold manure] is preferable. 

All light soils, including the sandy

- Canning Sweet Potatoes. 


There is an enormous waste of sweet 
potatoes every year because ef lack 
of knowledge of how to care for them 


To buy sweet potatoes In smal! quan- 
tities means often to pay double the 
price that they are selling for in greater 
bulk. Shall we buy in larger quantities 
and save what we cannot use promptly 
by canning them? 

First, let us say that there is a 
quality about all root vegetables cooked 
in cans that is rather fine. This.means 
that the work is skillfully done and 
that the tiny thing seemingly which 
means skill also means success. This 
is why lack of suecess in canning is 
so nearly impossible of explanation. 

In all canning cleanliness counts im- 
méasurably, and the root vegetables are 
dirty. Blanching helps to clean them, 
but no effort to get them clean before 
they are banched should be less be 
cause of this. Some dirt, somewhere, 
visible of invisible, is the reason why 
multitudes of canned things spoil when 
all directions as to sterilizing and sealing 
have been followed out. 

As to canning sweet potatoes, Mr. Ben- 
son gives five minutes as the time for 
blanching, and ninety minutes for ster- 
ilizing. Miss Powell says the potatoes 
must be sterilized four hours, and that 
“sweet potatoaés should be canned as 
soon as possible after digging.” 

My own single experiment would not 
be conclusive, but for cooking pota- 
toes and having ‘them ready for use 
several days before using them, I am 
sure the Benson time is all right. The 
potatoes were blanched over five min- 
utes until the skins would rub off with 
the back of a silver knife. Then they 
were sliced in quarter inch slices, put 
into sterile jars, packed in well and 
boiling water and salt added before 
they were partially sealed and cooked. 
One can was filled up with a thin sirup 
of one part sugar to four. of water. A 
thicker sirup would probably be bet- 
ter if we wished to cook it away when

FOOD RETAILERS’ 


Hoover AsksState Aid; 
Urges Less Sugar 
Eating. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[ Special. ] 
—" Publicity must contro! the unlicensed 
retailers,” Food Administrator Hoover 
declared today in a telegram sent to the 
federal food administrators of all th 
states. 
The government food controller reiter- 
ated his conviction that retailers are not 
refiecting in their prices to the consumer 
the lowest wholesale prices of commodi- 
ties and he has appealed to the state food 
administrations to help in the campaign 
of publicity which he hopes will result 
in reduced cost of living to the general 
public. 


Message to State Food Men. 

Following is Mr. Hoover's telegram to 
the state food administrators: 

“ Representatives of every branch of 
the retail grocery trade met with the 
United States food administration on 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday. They 
unanimously passed resolutions indors- 
ing the action of the president and the 
food administration in licensing dealers 
in certain food commodities and ex- 
pressed themselves as willing to comply 
with the rules and regulations of the

The present situation was 
unguestionably brought about by a com- 
paratively few employés at each mine. 

“It Is thought the~"smalt’ minority 
responsible for the strike will listen to 
reason and act on the advice of Btate 
President Frank Farrington of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America and Na- 
tional President John P. White. 

“In a word, the officials of the United 
Mine Workers of America, the operators 
of the Illinois mines, and a majority of 
the miners want to resume work, and 
it would hardly seem possible that a 
few men can prevent it.’’ 


Big Output in Franklin. 

The mines in Frankl county can put 
out more than 40,000 tons of coal a day 
and those of Williamson county about 
5,000 tons. The district is credited with 
being the heaviest producer in the world.

Urges Saving of Sugar. 

Administrator Hoover also today reit- 
erated his warning to the American pub- 
lic to conserve sugar, declaring it to 
be of vita] importance to the country. 

“In 1917,” @ food administration state- 
ment said, “the United States exported 
over eighteen times as much sugar as 
it had averaged in the three years be- 
fore the war. In 1916 these exports 
to our western European allies were 
nineteén times .as great as the average 
for the three pre-war years. In 1916, 
of all our sugar exports to the west- 
ern allies, 70 per cent went to Eng- 


land. By contrast, in 1917, France re- 


ceived 62 per cent of these exports. 

“ The United States’ consumption of 
sugar avétages about 90° pounds per 
} per person. The food administre- 

on has asked the Bavifig Of T ounces 
per week per person, and if this were 
done. it would still leave us a per capita 
consumption of 67 pounds per annum,as 
compared with the 26 pounds in Eng- 
land, 18 pounds in France, and 12 
pounds in Italy.”’ 


RULES FOR DEALERS. 

In regard to the licensing of food deal- 
ers by the United States, the following 
was given out yesterday by Mr, Hoover, 
through the office of Harry A. Wheeler, 
federal food administrator for Illinois: 

“ Rules will be ready to send out with 
the licenses. These rules are based on 
three fundamental principles: 

“1. To limit all profit¢e to normal 
amounts which the licensee obtained in 
ordinary years. Even if a shortage be- 
comes apparent, the commodity must 
still pass to the consumer at the same 
reasonable price as though there were a 
sufficient supply. In nonpefishable prod- 


ucts every licensee will be required to 


sell at a reasonable advance over cost of 
particular goods sold, without regard to 
market price when sold. 

“2. To keep all food commodities mov- 
ing in as direct a line and with as little 
delay as practicable from producer to 
consumer, and to discourage speculation 
and resale within a trade. In case of 
all products except cottonseed, fresh 
fruits and vegetables, cold storage prod- 
ucts, canned goods and dried fruits, no 
licensee will be allowed to hold’ or con- 
tract for more than sixty days’ supply 
at one time. This is supplemented by 
more stringent rules in some industries, 


‘ 
and any unreasonable hoarding will be 


cause for revoking the license. 

“3. To limit as far as practicable con- 
tracts for future delivery and dealings in 
future contracts. Except in commodi- 
ties mentioned above, contracts for de- 
livery more than forty-five days in ad- 
vance are forbidden, and some special 
regulations prescribe a shorter time.”

State Expects Reformers

Lines of both the prosecution and de- 
fense in the trial of Charles C. Healey, 


(formerly chief of police; Stephen Barry, 


formerly a detective sergeant, and Wil- 


liam Skidmore, politician, were partly 


disclosed yesterday during the question- 
ing of venirement for jury service before 
Judge Sabath. 

Questions put to prospective jurors by 
Frank Johnston Jr., first assistant state's 
attorney, indicated the state will offer 
as its principal witnesses underworld 
habitues who will testify they had per- 
sonal knowledge of the alleged conspir- 
acy to extort bribes from resort and 
gambling house keepers with which the 
defendants are charged, and also repre- 
sentatives of Chicago’s best known civic 
organizations who are expected to :cor- 
roborate such testimony. Important 
members of the police department are 
expected to testify in corroboration, 


Healev’s Line of Defense. 

It appeared evident that counsel for 
Healey will rely largely upon testimony 
of character witnesses. Skidmore’s law- 
yer, Charles Erbstein, however, indi- 
cated he would not use character wit- 
nesses, but would seek to impeach the 
state’s leading witnesses and endeavor 
to prove entrapment by the prosecu- 
tor’s office. Barry, who is conducting 
his own defende, gave no indication of 


this intentions. 


The net result of the day’s work in the 
examination of veniremen was nil. When 
court adjourned there were three men 
who had been tentatively passed by both 
sides, the same number they started the 
day with. A fourth man was passed, 
but the estate peremptorily challenged 
Paul Anderson, 1246 West Fifty-ninth 
street, who was accepted two days ago. 
Judge Sabath threatened to start night 
court sessions if the work continued to 
lag. | 

Lawyers in Clash. 

When Mr. Johnston, in the examina- 
tion of Charlies A. McCann, 6741 South 
Green street, endeavored to explain the 
meaning of a “reagonable doubt,” Mr. 
Erbstein tmmediately entered an objec- 
tion. Attorneys Clarence 8S. Darrow and 
John J. Healy went to his assistance and 
a debate was on. Trifling, casual, tran- 
sitory, and superficial doubts were 
dragged out and dissected. 

Specific, moral,. phantom, and fixed 
doubts were mulled over, and well 
grounded and sound doubts in particular 
had their innings. There were certain

meticulous doubt. The argument ceased 
as suddenly as it started, and Mr.

Judge Sabath overruled the objection.

CHICAGO FACES 
GAS SHORTAGE; 
FUEL LACKING 


Get Enough High 
Grade Coke. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special.] 
Unless the federal fuel administration 
can come to the relief of the Peoples 
Gas company of Chicago in the imme- 
diate future, Chicago’s gas supply is 
to be reduced from 30,000,000 to 50,000,- 
000 feet of gas a day. 

This declaration was made here to- 
day by E. D. Cowdery, president of the 
Peoples company, who conferred with 
officials of the fuel administration, ap- 
pealing for relief from fuel shortage 
which the company faces. ~ 

E. A. Snead, in charge of distribu- 
tion for the fuel administration, prom- 
ised to see that the company gets 10,000 
tons of anthracite coal and 19,000 tons of 
high grade coke a month, but advised 
the company to use by-product coke, 
which is made in Chicago, to make up 
the rest of the necessary supply. 


Still 16,000 Tons Short. 

“If we get the amount of fuel prom- 
ised we still will be short about 16,000 
tons a month to manufacture the gas 
supply which Chicago will need in the 
winter months,”’ said Mr. Cowdery. 

‘We cannot use by-product coke suc- 
cessfully for making gas. It makes 
clinkers and clogs up our furnaces. 

“What we need most is high grade 
coke. We have contracted for large 
amounts, but contractors are falling 
down on deliveries. 

“Even with anthracite we cannot 
make as much gas as we can with all 
coke. 


Gas Shortage Threatens. 

“Unless we can get more assurances 
than we were able to get from the fuel 
administration there is certain to be a 
gas shortage. And if we don’t get all the 
fuel administration promises us now the 
shortage will be serious. We will be able 
to run from now until the middle of 
November on the fuel supply we have 
and are sure of. After that we are de- 
pendent upon what the government may 
be able to do for us.”
